I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1946.

I would  appeal  to  the  Council  to  formulate  plans  covering  a 
period  of  years,  say  three  to  five  years,  and  having  formulated  such 
a programme,  to  see  it  through  before  going  off  to  another 
matter.  The  cost  of  aU  schemes  is  now  spread  over  the  rural 
district  as  a whole  and  not  to  each  Parish  as  in  former  years,  and 
therefore  there  should  be  no  difficulty  or  unnecessary  controversy 
in  planning  a progressive  programme  and  what  is  more  to  the  point, 
Mi  completing  it. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole-hearted 
manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staffs  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities  : 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Emer- 
gency Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  are  taken  advantage  of 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Rural  District  Council, 
Hospitals  and  Medical  Practitioners  within  the  area.  The 
Laboratory  which  is  situated  within  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen 
provides  a Bacteriological  and  Pathological  Service,  and  has  played 
a vital  part  in  the  maintenance  of  the  health  of  the  community, 
particularly  with  regard  to  early  diagnosis  of  Infectious  Diseases, 
and  the  isolation  of  Infectious  Disease  “ carriers.” 


Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  Carmarthen  Borough  Division  St.  John  Ambulance  Bri- 
gade have  instituted  an  Ambulance  Service  centred  in  the  Borough 
of  Carmarthen,  and  covering  some  of  the  surrounding  Parishes  of 
the  rural  area.  The  Parishes  so  served  are  Llangunnor,  Llan- 
defeilog,  Llanddarog,  Llanstephan,  Llangynog,  Llangain,  Llan- 
pumpsaint,  part  of  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Abergwili,  Mydrim, 
Newchurch  and  St.  Clears. 

The  Ambulance  is  manned  mostly  by  the  voluntary  efforts  of 
the  Members  of  the  Division,  and  for  a sum  of  2/6d.  per  family,  per 
annum  a free  ambulance  service  up  to  a radius  of  30  miles  from 
Carmarthen  is  given. 

During  the  year,  586  patients  were  carried  and  I cannot  but 
speak  too  highly  of  the  efficient  service  given  by  the  Division. 
It  has  undoubtedly  filled  a serious  gap  in  the  Health  Service  of  the 
District. 

I would  appeal  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  to  encourage 
the  residents  of  the  rural  areas  to  become  members  of  this  con- 
tributory scheme  as  unless  an  adequate  yearly  income  is  attained, 
the  Ambulance  Service  may  have  to  be  abandoned. 
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Nursing  in  the  Homes  : 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Nursing 
Association  through  18  District  Nursing  Associations,  and  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council.  The  centres  are  situated  as  follows  : —

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  and  at 
present  there  are  four  Infant  Welfare  Centres  for  children  under 
five  years  of  age  situate  in  the  Rural  District,  viz  : —

Hospital  Accommodation  : 

Infectious  Diseases  : 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  LlaneUy,  and  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  County  Council. 
The  Rural  District  Council  contribute  by  rate  to  the  County 
Council  so  that  any  person  admitted  receives  treatment  and  main- 
tenance free  of  cost. 


Maternity  : 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  and  they  have 
an  agreement  with  the  Carmarthen  County  Infirmary  for  the 
admission  of  suitable  maternity  cases  for  confinement.  The  County 
Council  rent  16  beds  in  the  Maternity  Block  for  this  purpose. 
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The  County  Council  administer  The  Penlan  Maternity  Annexe/ 
Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen,  as  an  annexe  to  the  Carmarthen  Infirmary 
Maternity  Unit. 

Venereal  Diseases  : 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  There  axe 
no  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  situated  within  the  Rural  area  ; the 
nearest  Clinic  administered  by  them  is  at  the  General  Hospital, 
Llanelly,  and  travelling  expenses  to  enable  patients  to  attend  this 
Clinic  and  the  Swansea  Clinic  are  granted  by  the  County  Council 
, according  to  financial  circumstances. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Housing  : 

Details  are  given  on  the  following  pages  of  the  Housing  Survey 
which  was  completed  during  the  year.  From  the  details  given 
it  will  be  seen  that  596  houses  are  urgently  required,  and  I would 
like  to  stress  the  fact  that  this  figure  is  a bare  minimum  and  in  no 
way  represents  the  total  requirements  of  the  area. 

Suggestions  for  the  situation  of  the  new  houses  have  also  been 
made  so  as  to  rehouse  families  within  the  vicinity  of  their  old  homes 
which  will  in  all  probability  be  within  reasonable  proximity  of 
their  place  of  work.  During  the  year  this  report  was  brought 
before  the  Council  and  planning  of  new  Council  houses  has  been 
based  upon  it. 

The  need  for  houses  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed,  and 
knowing  the  appalling  conditions  under  which  some  people  have 
to  live,  it  is  a matter  of  great  regret  that  the  building  programme 
does  not  progress  in  a more  speedy  manner.  Progress  with  the 
acquisition  of  sites  is  quite  satisfactory,  but  delays  with  regard 
to  materials  and  labour  gives  cause  for  great  concern. 


Housing  Survey  : 

A guide  to  the  tables  and  classification  adopted  is  that  recom- 
mended by  the  Rural  Housing  Sub-Committee  and  is  reproduced 
below,  which  corresponds  with  the  provisions  of  the  various  Acts 
under  which  action  might  be  taken.

Further  classification : It  was  decided  at  a Meeting  of  the 
Technical  Sub-Committee  of  the  Joint  County  Committee  on  Rural

which  has  water-under-pressure,  a bath,  W.C.,  Washing  facilities, 
drainage,  larder  accommodation,  adequate  and  efficient  cooking 
facilities,  which  is  in  sound  s’^ructmal  condition,  is  free  from  excessive 
dampness  and  is  reasonably  weU  planned  internally. 


Category  B. 

(2)  A house  wnich  has  minor  defects  only  and  which  can  be 
converted  by  improvements  to  a Category  A house. 

Cat^ory  C. 

(3)  A house  which  requires  structural  alterations  or  im- 
provements and  which  can  be  converted  to  a Category  B or  (2)  or 
even  a Category  A ■(!)  house. 
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Category  D. 

(4)  A house  which  is  appropriate  for  leconditioning  under  the 
Housing  Rural  Workers  Act.  and, 

(5)  A house  which  is  unfit  for  habitation  and  is  beyond  repair 
at  a reasonable  expense. 

From  the  above,  a house  can  be  in  Categroy  A but  might 
still  require  a ‘ Repair  Notice  ’ under  the  Pubhc  Health  or  Housing 
Acts.  Should  in  the  future.  Regional  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage 
Schemes  be  introduced,  houses  might  be  regraded  say  from  Category 
B or  C to  Category  A.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
reports  as  follows  on  water  supplies  within  the  rural  district  : — 

“ With  the  exception  of  the  Llanarthney  and  Llanddarog, 
St.  Ishmael  and  Pontyates  schemes,  the  water  supply  for  the  area 
generally  has  not  been  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

It  is  hoped  however  that  with  the  completion  of  the  two  major 
water  supply  schemes  contemplated,  namely  the  Eastern  and 
Western  Area  schemes,  this  will  be  obviated.  Existing  schemes 
where  the  supply  available  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands, 
will  be  augmented  and  most  of  the  district  now  without  a piped 
water  scheme  will  be  brought  into  the  area  of  supply. 

The  Eastern  and  Western  Area  Water  Supply  Schemes  have 
been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Council  but  no  work  has  yet 
been  commenced.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one-quarter  of  the  houses 
in  the  rural  district  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply  and  only 
one-half  of  this  number,  i.e.  one  eighth  have  water  piped  into  the 
houses. 

The  Western  area  water  supply  scheme  which,  wiU.  provide  a 
piped  water  supply  for  the  Parishes  of  Eglvvyscummin,  LlanddowTor, 
St.  Clears,  Mydrim,  Laugharne,  Pendine,  Llanstephan  and  Llan- 
gynog,  has  been  approved  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  gratifjdng  to 
see  that  all  Members  have*  and  still  axe  pursuing  this  matter. 

The  need  for  a water  supply,  adequate  in  quantitj-  and  qualitj' 
throughout  the  rural  area  becomes  daily  more  and  more  obvious, 
and  I feel  sure  that  the  Council  now  being  so  aware  of  the  desira- 
bility of  a water  supply  in  the  rural  area,  will  continue  energetically 
to  pursue  the  matter  to  a successful  conclusion. 


Sampling  of  Water  Supplies  : 

Sampling  of  water  supplies  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  is  performed  as  carefully  as  possible,  particularly 
in  those  areas  which  are  dependent  upon  wells. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  is  carried  out  at  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and  Chemical 
examination  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  County 
HaU,  Carmarthen. 


I 
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With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action.

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  co-operated  with  the  Water

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports 
as  follows  on  work  carried  out  during  the  year  : — 

“ No  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  following  schemes  have  been 
prepared  and  provisionally  approved  by  the  Council ; — 

Ponthenry  and  Pontyates  Joint  Schemes. 

Drefach  and  District  Joint  Scheme. 

Whitland  Scheme.” 

Whilst  the  necessity  fof  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the 
rural  district  is  one  of  mrgency,  little  can  be  done  until  an  adequate 
water  supply  is  first  available.  When  the  latter  has  been  achieved, 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  will  automatically  follow. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Refuse  collection  on  a ' contract  basis  ’ has  cost  the  Council 
;£1,180  (excluding  sundry  items)  during  the  year  and  it  is  mainly 
made  up  from  the  Parishes  of  the  Western  area. 

The  system  *of  ‘ direct  labour  ’ was  introduced  during  the 
year  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Eastern  and  a small  portion  of  the 
Western  area.  This  system  has  cost  approximately  £700  and 
shows  an  approximate  saving  of  £240  on  the  old  system  of  collection 
by  contract  for  the  same  area.  In  arriving  at  this  estimate,  no 
account  has  been  taken  of  the  initial  cost  of  the  scavenging  lorry 
which  was  £585,  but  as  this  will  not  be  a yearly  cost,  then  over  a 
period  of  years  the  method  of  ‘ direct  labour  ’ will  ultimately  show 
a saving  to  the  Council. 

At  the  outset  the  new  method  gave  rise  to  a few  minor  troubles, 
but  b}^  the  end  of  the  year  had  settled  down  and  was  proving  a 
more  efficient  service  than  formally. 

I 

The  extension  of  this  system  to  the  Western  area  wiU  largely 
depend  upon  the  sewering  of  Whitland. 

Rivers  and  Streams  : 

At  long  last  it  does  appear  as  though  more  will  be  done  to 
alleviate  the  deplorable  conditions  resulting  from  the  flooding  of 
certain  districts,  particularly  Pontyates  and  MTiitland.  A Catch- 
ment Board  was  formed  during  the  year  and  at  the  outset  it  proposes 
devoting  its  attention  to  the  major  and  more  urgent  problems  of 

flooding  in  the  rural  district. 

\ 

Many  streams  are  used  by  the  residents  in  the  Rural  District 
for  the  depositing  of  all  kinds  of  rubbish,  slop  and  foul  water. 
Frequently  serious  nuisances  .arise  as  a result  of  this,  and  it  cannot 
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be  emphasized  too  strongly  that  persons  carrying  out  such  de- 
plorable actions  give  rise  to  a grave  danger  to  the  public  health. 
The  remedy  for  this  lies  with  the  people  themselves  as  pollution 
of  the  streams  result  largely  from  the  low  standard  of  hygiene  of 
these  people.  I trust  that  in  the  emphasis  now  being  placed  upon 
education,  the  importance  of  personal  hygiene  will  not  be  for- 
gotten. 

\ 

Moveable  Dwellings  : 

Three  licences  for  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings  were  issued 
during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL  SCHEME. 

The  Rodent  Control  Scheme  has  been  maintained  at  a verv 
high  level  under  the  control  of  two  full-time  operators  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  district  Sanitary  Inspectors.  During  the  year, 
the  Ministr}^  of  Food  Scheme  N'.S.12  was  adopted  by  the  Council 
and  two  additional  (temporary)  assistants  were  appointed  to  assist 
in  administering  the  Scheme.  Under  this  new  Scheme,  dwelling 
houses  are  treated  free  of  cost  and  business  premises  are  dealt 
with  under  the  old  Scheme  of  paying  for  treatment  or  paying  on  a 
contract  basis. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  special  scheme 
as  efficiently  as  possible,  the  area  has  been  divided  into  two  Sections, 
Eastern  and  Western,  each  Section  being  under  the  supervision 
of  two  operators.  Each  Section  is  sub-divided  into  three  Districts. 
One  month  is  spent  by  the  Operators  in  each  District  so  that  each 
group  will  receive  four  routine  visits  per  year. 

As  far  as  possible,  the  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a regular 
and  systematic  manner,  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  cover  the 
whole  Rural  District  adequately. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  sewers  in  the  Rural  District, 
the  treatment  of  sewers  has  been  included  with  routine  work. 

The  technique  adopted  in  control  measures  is  that  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Red  Squill  as 
the  principal  poisons,  and  sausage  rusk  as  the  pre-bait  medium.

SCHOOLS. 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  58  Primary  Schools  (59  Departments)  and  2 Grammar  Schools 
in  the  Rural  area.  No  new  schools  were  opened  in  the  district  •’ 
dming  the  year  and  no  schools  were  permanently  closed. 

No  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed 
on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  1946. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  86  and  are  classified  according  to  the  table  given  below. 
The  number  is  a marked  decrease  over  last  year’s  figure  which  was 
289. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  only  two  cases  of 
diphtheria  throughout  the  district  and  that  the  number  of  cases  of 
Measles  hasfi  fallen  considerably.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Production. 

Some  farms  still  lag  behind  the  desired  standard  required 
for  the  production  of  milk  in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition. 
I cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  that  milk  takes  an  important 
place  in  the  diet  of  the  family  and,  therefore,  producers  should 
see  that  milk  in  no  way  gives  rise  to  any  risk  of  infection  among 
the  population. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  determined  that  dirty 
methods  of  milk  production  will  not  be  tolerated,  and  every  effort 
is  made  to  supervise  the  farms  particularly  those  whose  methods 
tire  not  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  close  co-operation  was  maintained  between 
the  Advisory  Officers  of  the  County  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area  is  the  County 
Council  and  Mr.  D.  R.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector  of  the  County

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Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  twenty-four  of  the 
samples  certified  to  contain  added  water  and  fines  and  costs  amount- 
ing to  £423  10s.  Od.  were  imposed  by  the  Justices.  The  percentage 
of  water  in  the  other  two  samples  were  very  small  and  the  sellers 
were  let  off  with  a caution.  The  fat  deficiencies  were  very  slight 
and  the  sellers  were  cautioned. 

Three  informal  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  one  of  which  was 
found  to  contain  added  water  and  an  official  sample  was  taken 
from  the  vendor.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  is  no  change  regarding  the  method  adopted  for  meat 
inspection.  Centralised  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Carmar- 
then Borough  Abattoir. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors,  in  conjunction  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  attend  the  Abbattoir 
and  carry  out  an  inspection  of  the  carcases  slaughtered.

Each  Sanitary  Inspector  works  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  makes  a report  on  his  area 
each  month  direct  to  the  Council.
